cleaner.

Born in Kiev, Russia, on May

when she was 8. She attended

Milwaukee, Wis., and became a 
grade school teacher there. She 
also did library work in Milwau- 
see, Chicago and New York.

Ho Chi Minh. It was Ho who led the

Abolition of Seniority 
System Expected as 
Major Suggestion

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


Joint committee is expected to 
come up early next year with a 
host of recommendations 
for 


modernizing Congress. 
1 But if any proposals involve 
significant changes in the oper- 
ation or structure of Congress, 
they aren't likely to get any- 
where. 


The 12-member committee of 


sk senators and six representa- 
tives was created by Congress 
last-March and was given $150,- 
000 to finance its studies and 
hearings. It has held numerous 
public hearings and is due to go 
out of business on Jan. 31. 


Many of the recommendations 


made to the committee by 
congressional students both in- 
side and outside of Congress 
would require changes which 
the practical politicians don't 
6eem ready to accept. 


Senority System 


One of the dominant proposals 


has been to abolish the seniority 
system of advancement in the 
Senate and the House. Under 
the present system, a member 
can aspire to becoming a com- 
mittee chairman or at least 
chairman of a major subcom- 
mittee simply by getting re- 
elected often enough. 
• Much of the clamor for 
Change — to rotate chairman- 
ships or provide for election of 
chairmen in party caucuses — 
has come from members fairly 
well down on the seniority list. 
Most senior members want no 
change that might keep them 
from getting to the top or might 
curb.their tenure once they got 
there. It's'these older and well- 
established members who usu- 
ally call the shots in Congress. 


Stronger Staffing 


Republicans, as well as non- 


partisan students, have advo- 
cated stronger staffing for mi- 
nority members of committees. 
If the joint committee should 
adopt this proposal, Congress 
might go along with it.

practical things we could do: 


(1) The travel industry could 


and should do much more to 
provide accommodations, enter- 


tainment and package tours at 
costs foreign visitors can afford. 
Hotels could slash prices on 
rooms which otherwise would be 
empty and theatres could offer 
"visitors' rates" when seats are 
unfilled.

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for overseas employe*. Over the 
past two year* the Singer Co. 
has brought more than 1,000 
foreign employes to the U.S. by 
charter flights for low-cost two- 
week tours. Singer believes its 
portion of the cost has been 
more than covered by improved 
morale, better job performance, 
etc. Businesses also could train 
foreign employes here instead 
of overseas.

(5) Individual citizens with 


relatives overseas could invite 
these relatives here for a visit 
— or at least do much more to 
welcome foreign visitors to our 
cities,

What visitors from abroad want 
to see and experience more 


than anything els« is the diy-to- 
day life of Americans. 


About 48 cities are now being 


publicized overseas as commu- 
nities in which foreigners can 
visit Americans in their homes. 
This should be only a starter. 


(6) Airlines could offer more 


charter flights to th the U.S. 
The high cost of getting here is 
still a major tourist barrier.

Record Outlays 


Plant and equipment outlays 


have hit a record $51 billion this 
year. Many observers look for 
at least a 12 per cent increase in 
such spending next year. 


The flow of new orders for 


equipment and for the raw ma- 
terials from \\hich plants are 
made seem to justify such pre- 
dictons.

I also have two nieces who 


smoked and had troubles. When 
they broke the habit; they felt 
better, too.

I don't know what "health 


authority" you are quoting, but 


think he's quite a mathemati- 


cian if he thinks that he can 
translate "air pollution" into so 
many cigarets, or so many 
packs. 


No two people smoke cigarets 


just the same way. Some inhale 
deeply, some don't. Some light a 
cigaret and wave it around and 
throw it away half smoked. 
Others smoke it down to the 
last half inch. "Two packs 
day" means different things. 


So does "air pollution." All 


day in Madison Avenue isn'l 
necessarily the same as all day 


in Brooklyn Heights. Smog on a 
smoggy day in Los Angeles may 
be miserable, but a clear day in 
L.A. is surely less polluted than 
a foggy day in Denver (and I've 
experienced that) or a smelly

Hammond, Ind., or passing the 
town dump in Kalamazoo before 
they installed incinerators. 


Maybe in 1620 the Pilgrims

Dear Dr. Jones: Please help 


me convince my son-in-law that 
he did the wrong thing to his 
daughter, two and a half years 
old. It was two days ago, and he 
was supposed to be taking care

of her. But he must have dozed 
off, because she got out of the 
yard, walked four blocks to 
school, and went in the class- 
room where .her older sister 
was, and sat down. 


They called home and when 


her father came to get her, he 
spanked her right there, in front 
of the class, and he hit her so 
hard that she had black and 
blue bruises on her buttocks the 
next day. She still looks fright- 
ened and bewildered. 


I know a child can be ruined 


by such harsh punishment over 
something that wasn't really 
her fault. But my son-in-law 
won't listen to me. 


He works every afternoon and 


evening 
and 
attends 
school 


almost every morning, so he's 
tired and nervous. So is my 
daughter, and neither one of 
them has much patience for the 
children these days. But that 
still doesn't excuse this kind of 
explosion, does it? Mrs. W.D. 


We both know your son-in- 


law was wrong to get so 
angry 
when his daughter's 


trip proved he wasn't watch- 
ing over her adequately. We 
both know, too, that he should 
not have been permitted to 
put on this kind of exhibition 
in the classroom—the teacher 


i n t e r f e r e d 
should have 
promptly. 


We also both know that a 


grown man who can't attend 
school 
and 
earn 
a 
living 


without blowing up over petty 
irritations with his children is 
in need of help and would 
probably be better off quitting 
school until he feels enough 
self-confidence to keep his self- 
control. 


But your son-in-law doesn't 


seem to know this. And you 
probably can't convince him 
without antagonizing him. 


Your mistake probably has 


been to make excuses for his 
behavior instead of looking at 
it for what it is. His wife is 
probably 
taking the same 


mistaken approach. Instead of 
insisting that he behave ac- 
ceptably, she probably has 
been using his behavior as an 
excuse for her own childish- 
ness. 


Obviously a change Is in 


order—and 
it 
tooks 
as 
if 


you're the only one likely to 
bring it about. 


Try telling them point-blank 


that it's time they started 
acting like adults, not spiteful 
children. If they'd like some 
help figuring out for them- 
selves what they're after and 
how they're failing themselves 
and their children, ask them 
to go to the menial health 
service whose name is being 
sent to you.+

Your youngest child probab- 


ly has more need to console 
herself with this habit than 
your other children bad. If 
you're 
like most 
parents, 


you're 
probably 
expecting 


more 
from 
her 
than you 


expected of your other chil- 
dren who grew up when you 
were younger and had more 
patience and strength. 


Reduce the pressures on 


her. Make certain she has as 
much chance to make noise 
and be wild as your other 
youngsters had. Keep in mind 
that a kid can't suck her 
thumb at the same time that 
she's 
playing 
football 
or 


climbing a jungle gym. 


She 
also is 
unlikely 
to 


prefer her thumb to candy or 
chewing gum, so make certain 
she has as much of these as 
she wants. Don't worry about 
her developing a sweet tooth 
or gaining weight—she can 
always lose weight and her 
need for sweets will decrease 
as she relaxes. 


If she enjoys such activities 


give her the materials she 
needs for coloring, painting, 
sewing, 
embroidering, 
etc. 


These quiet occupations often 
cause inner tension, however, 
so don't urge her to try them 
or to work at them, lest they 
increase her need to resort to 
her thumb.

Milwaukee Carrier 
Denied Authority 
To Serve Fox Valley

MADISON — In a final order 


of the public service commis- 
sion, the Motor Transport Com- 
pany of Milwaukee has again 
been 
denied authority as 
a 


common motor carrier of pro- 
perty between Oshkosh, Green 
Bay and DC Pere on the one 
hand, 
and 
Milwaukee, 
West 


Milwaukee, Shorewood and oth- 
er Milwaukee suburbs, on the 
other. 


The regulatory agency grant- 


ed such additional carrier to the 
authority in an order last June, 
whereupon competing carriers 
objected and insisted upon fur- 
ther proceedings. The commis- 
sion in November deleted the 
desired additional authority be- 
tween the Fox River Valley and 
in Milwaukee. In a final action, 
the commission has denied the 
appeal of Motor Transport for a 
rehearing on the amendment.
